“But any discussion of Sir Wilfrid’s 
sincerity is fruitless and must remain 
so. He alone can-decide that point and 
he can decide it only for himself and 
for those who believe in him. As to 
his statemanship, history is the tri- 
bunal before which his claims in that 
cause will ibe tried. The future will 
be able to weigh testimony, to dis- 
criminate and determine; the present 
cannot. {That the country has made 
immense progress and that the people 
have enjoyed an unusual degree of 
prosperity during his rule can not be 
denied by the most bitter of his adver- 
saries. iow far his government has 
been responsible for this, how far 
too that prosperity and progress 
would have been increased or dimin- 
ished by another administrative policy 
than his we must also leave it to the 
future to judge.

thing, however, can not be 
by the most hostile of his 
critics. For, fifteen years now he has 
kept the diverse clements of the Can- 
adian people together with singtlar 
ability and ‘suecess and has amade them 
work in harmony for the good of ‘the 
country. That this achievement has 
been due to his dominating personal- 
ity, his intuitive comprehension of ra- 
cial characteristics and ‘his quick un- 
derstanding sympathy is beyond all 
question and if he had no other claim 
on the good will of his countrymen 
than this it would constitute a very 
valid and powerful one. But thas ‘he 
no other claim? 

“As a charming and cultured per- 
sonality, Sir Wilfrid Laurier stands, 
with the people of the orld world, as 
the equal of the best type which they 
produce there; and ‘that individual 
charm, which no Canadian public man, 
excepting Sir John Macdonald has 
possessed to the same degree, has en- 
deared him to his countrymen. They 
‘cherish for him, too, as they did for 
Sir John Macdonald, that pride which 
las its origin in the assurance ‘that 
politically ‘his hands are as clean as 
his manners are courtly.”

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION

On the other side of the horder an 
important experiment is being tried in 
technical, education, From the age of 
fourteen, when the boy usually leaves 
the primary school, to the age of 
sixteen, a special course is provided 
for industrial students. They take 
technical training one half of the day, 
and general education in the other 
half. In this way the broadening in- 
fluence of education is continued, at 
the same time that the studies are di- 
zected toward the boy’s special aim in 
life, 

At sixteen the boy devotes his whole 
day to his trade, while his education is 
kept up by night classes. Thus until 
manhood he never loses touch with 
the educational system of the state. 
He is thus placed in a position of 
something like equality of opportun- 
ity with his comrade who is studying 
for a profession,

respondence courses in the United 
States is a national reproach. It is an 
injustice to the workingman who pays 
his share of the public taxation, and 
helps to maintain the university and 
the high schools, that he and ‘his sons 
should be obliged sto. pay. out their, 
money to foreign concerns for ‘the 
education which they ought to receive 
at home,

In every case these 
are the result of private enterprise, 
and constructed by private capital, but 
many cities are, as municipatities, di- 
rectly interested in the development 


of their suburbs and many own, land, 


on their outlying districts or in their 
immediate surroundings. ‘his land 
is leased by the city or sold under re- 
strictions for the erection of dwel- 
ling houses for the working classes. 
Stockholm, Sweden, owns nearly six- 
ty per cent. of the outlying land 
within its borders, and just outside 
of its borders it owns a great deal 
more, with the result that it very ef- 
fectually prevents speculation in Jand. 
This means that Jand for. working- 
men’s dwelling can be secured at a 
price which makes possible the erec- 


tion of buildings with good accommo-’ 


dation that can be let within the 
amount that the workingman can af- 
ford to spend. In Germany, Ulm is 
the leader in this work, and not only 
here does the city own a great deal 
of Jand in its surroundings, but it has 
built a great many dwelling ‘houses 
of the cottage type, which it rents to 
working people at most reasonable 
rates.” \ z 


THE NEED FOR PURE MILK 


The pure milk question is taken up 

with considerable vigor in Canada 
Monthly for August. That magazine 
points to the heavy infany mortality in 
large .cities during this trying month, 
and quotes statistics showing that, as 
opposed to 198 births in ‘Montreal dur- 
ing the week of July rth, 154 chil- 
dren under five years of age died from 
the effects of impure milk. \Canada 
Monthly urges everyone to appoint 
himself adeputy health inspector and 
see for himself that -his milkman is 
obeying the laws. It says: “It is un- 
necessary to preach a sermon on ‘the 
text of the one hundred and ‘fifty-four 
dead babies in one city in one week, 
for it’s ‘first and secondly and lastly, 
my brethren, all by itself. One ‘hun- 
dred and fifty-four little white funer- 
als, one thundred and. fifty-four moth- 
ers with no dktle bundles in their 
arms at night; one hundred and fifty 
four young Canadians dead in one city 
in seven days, : 
“Tt will be worse in August—Aug- 
ust, the month of dog days and sick 
children—poor hot, crying, little mites, 
jigged up and down in the arms of 
nerve-racked mothers, or lying, white- 
faced and passive, too weak to wail. 
This month all precautions regarding 
milk should be redoubled, and every 
receptable connected with thebaby’s 
food cleansed and scalded, and’ when 
not in use kept full of boiled water 
and. securely corked to prevent the 
collection of impurities. ’Mhis month, 
above all, you should see that your 
milkman is handling your milk sup- 
ply properly, and if he is not, keep ‘on 
his train until he fulfills every letter 
f the law. 
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“In the milk depot there is no point 
so small that you can afford to over- 
look it, remember. One unwasiied 
pair of hands may start an epidemic; 
one tuberculous cow may be respons- 
ible for more whife tombstones than 
a man dog loose in the sireets. You 
cannot afford to shrug your shoulders 
and suppose that the health officer 
takes care of all that sort of thing. 
The health officer is a busy man, this 
weather, and it is up to you as a

Is your dairy building ever used for 
other purposes than handling milk? 
Has it proper sewer and water con- 
nections? ‘Is it cement-floored and 
walled? \Js it provided with proper 
apparatus for the sterilization of cans, 
bottles, and other utensils used: in 
dairy, and do you sterilize them? Are 
your rooms crowded or is there space 
for the necessary operations to be 
properly performed? Is the milk de- 
livered before it is eighteen hours old? 
Ts the pasteurization properly man- 


aged? ‘And, dinally, and most inlpor- 
tant of all, is. everything about the 
dairy, the men employed, and the 


utensils kept strictly and inyiolately 
clean?”- 

“There are laws governing all of 
these points and others, laws with 
which every milkman is bound to com- 
ply. If you do not kyow the exact 
reading of the law, look it wp, visit 
your dealer, and appoint yourself a 
deputy health officer to keep him to 
his duty. Not one of these points is 
unimportant, not one-is negligible. 
And it is for you to see that they are 
scrupulously adhered to, 

“Many cities in Canada are waking 
up to the need of pure milk Jegis'a- 
tion, and certified milk depots are be- 
ing operated in Toronto and elsewhere 


from which pure milk suited to the: 


age and condition of all babies ‘can 
be obtained. Let us hope that the day 
will soon come when such stations 
will maintained by every -Cana- 
dian city, and pure milk be within 
the casy reach of all. In the mean- 
time, scald the ‘baby’s. thottle, and 
watch your milkman like a hawk. Lf 
not—who knows how dearly you may 
have to pay?”
